ho Long's other business is his activity as a building contractor, He conducts 
this business from his pharmacy. In this capacity, he has built a number of 
houses and cottages in the Ta-Ki-~-lek vicinity, including two houses for rich 
Ghinese refugees from Kunming. 


Sa Long travels between Ta~Ki~Lel, Mong Lin (20-13, 100-09), and Kengtung tovm. 
When in Kengtung, Long usually poes to the house of Ho Quang Tuonges, It is 
not known whom Long meets at Tyong’s house, other than the Lao Issara. No 
Chinese Communists have been reported in Kengtung town, 


& Kengtung police state Tuong's apparent activity in Kengtung consists of buying 


cheap trade gocds, such as matches, umbrellas, shirts, cloth, etc., and 
selling them in rural districts,
